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Call for 
talks over 
new site 
of mosque 

MUSLIM leaders say they 
will consider another site 
for a mosque in Dudley in a 
bid to halt a costly legal bat¬ 
tle with the council. 

They want to have fresh 
talks with council chiefs, de¬ 
spite their plans for a con¬ 
troversial mosque scheme 
on land off Hall Street get¬ 
ting the go-ahead last week. 

Dudley Muslim Associa¬ 
tion is locked in a legal bat¬ 
tle with Dudley Council over 
the land earmarked for the 
mosque with 62ft minaret. 

The association will not 
be able to build the place 
of worship unless they win 
a Court of Appeal hearing, 
which will rule on the coun¬ 
cil’s bid to buy back the 
land. The dispute has gone 
on for seven years and is 
next in court in February. 

Association director Dr 
Khurshid Ahmed said he 
wanted a meeting with 
council bosses and would 
consider an alternative site. 
He added: “I would like to 
see the council reflect on the 
whole issue and look at a 
number of options.” 

The land is owned by the 
association but the council 
won a High Court hearing 
to trigger a buy-back clause. 

John Millar, Dudley’s di¬ 
rector of the urban environ¬ 
ment, said: “The planning 
approval does not impact 
upon the council’s legal ob¬ 
ligations/]_

BUS services across the borough 
are being revamped in a £9 million 
scheme including a new station in 
Dudley and better buses. 

A deal to roll out a new generation of bus¬ 
es, with leather seats and charging points for 
mobile phones, alongside the revamp plans has 
been revealed by bosses at Centro. 


Top-of-the range free wi-fi 
equipped Sapphire buses 
will be rolled out on services 
around the West Midlands 
as part of Partnership Plus, 
a deal signed by the area’s 
public transport co-ordina- 
tor body and operator Ar- 
riva Midlands. 

They will also have ca¬ 
pacity to take electronic 
smartcards, similar to Lon¬ 
don’s Oyster card, which is 
a system being developed by 
Centro to modernise public 
transport in the Midlands.

Bosses signed the deal 
which pledges 22 different 
initiatives between 2014 and 
2016 with the aim of making 
bus travel more attractive, 
improving customer satis¬ 
faction and boosting passen¬ 
ger numbers. 

The new buses will in¬ 
itially operate on the 110 
route from Birmingham to 
Tamworth and number one 
and two services between 
Walsall and Cannock. 

Arriva Midlands regional 
managing director, Alex 
Perry, said: “We are incred¬ 
ibly proud of the part we 
play in ensuring our cus¬ 
tomers have access to the 
very best transport service 
possible. We are delighted 
to enter into this agreement

Finer points of the details 
on the investment scheme

Hospital 
trust plan 
to slash 
400 jobs 

FOUR hundred jobs will be 
axed at Dudley’s hospital 
trust during the next two 
years as it looks to save £14 
million. 

Bosses plan to reduce staff 
numbers through natural 
wastage such as retirement 
and a ‘mutually agreed 
resignation scheme’ which 
enables workers to leave in 
return for a set severance 
payment. 

They have promsied that 
compulsory redundancies 
would be a ‘last resort’. 

Dudley Group NHS Foun¬ 
dation Trust, which em¬ 
ploys 4,500 staff, is bidding 
to balance its books in the 
wake of Government fund¬ 
ing cuts. 

It will also restrict re¬ 
cruitment to vacant posts, 
although bosses say they 
will continue to recruit to 
‘essential frontline nursing 
posts on wards and in the 
community’. 

Earlier this year, the trust 
revealed it was facing a £6.7 
million deficit this financial 
year. 

Chief executive Paula 
Clark said the hospital trust 
board’s decision to reduce 
the posts was not taken 
lightly. 

“Our priority is always to 
provide high quality patient 
care as well as protecting 
our workforce and, if we 
can get the vacancy controls 
right, then we can reduce re¬ 
dundancies,” she said. 

Death blamed 
on a cigarette 

THE death of homeless 
man in the back of a burn¬ 
ing car was probably the re¬ 
sult of a discarded cigarette, 
a coroner ruled. 

Senior Black Country 
Coroner Zafar Siddique said 
he was satisfied there was 
no foul play regarding the 
death of 54-year-old Mark 
Palmer. He was found after 
firefighters were called to a 
blazing Peugeot 306 car on 
May 10 in a service road 
opposite Cradley Heath rail¬ 
way station, an inquest at 
Smethwick was told.

A FATHER-OF-TWO who was part 
of a racket stealing hundreds of 
pounds in fuel from petrol stations 
in the Black Country has narrowly 
escaped an immediate jail term. 

Jabhar Ahmed’s role was driver 
in two petrol thefts but he was 
linked by police to a total of 15 
thefts by two cars used over the past 
two years. 

Following one attempted theft 


in Hagley Road in Stourbridge, he 
tried to escape officers by driving 
the wrong way down a one-way 
street before mounting a pavement. 

The 21-year-old was arrested 
a week later, but denied any in¬ 
volvement in the thefts in police 
interviews. He later pleaded guilty 
in court to conspiracy to steal, han¬ 
dling stolen goods and dangerous 
driving. 


At Wolverhampton Crown Court, 
he received a 12-month prison sen¬ 
tence, suspended for two years. 

Judge Nicholas Webb told Ahmed, 
of Thornhill Road in Quarry Bank: 
“You filled up not only the car, but 
sometimes cans which you put in 
the car. 

“The dishonesty involved was 
considerable, it was deliberately 
planned, it was repeated.” 


Miss Laura Hobson, prosecuting, 
said the racket involved around 50 
petrol thefts from stations. 

Mr Jas Mann, defending, said 
Ahmed had got involved in the oper¬ 
ation after he and his young family 
became homeless. 

Mr Webb ordered Ahmed com¬ 
plete 180 hours unpaid work and be 
supervised for 12 months. He was 
also disqualified for two years.

A TOWERING pile of rubbish has not been 
touched in 10 months, despite a man being 
jailed for failing to clear it up. The moun¬ 
tain of waste at the former Refuse Derived 
Fuel Ltd industrial yard in Moor Street, 
Brierley Hill, is 19ft high. 

Company director Robert McNaughton 
served a term in jail earlier this year for 
failing to comply with a court order to clear 
the site. Despite his release and the launch 
of legal action by the Environment Agency, 
to seize assets from McNaughton to pay for 


the clean-up, the waste has not been re¬ 
moved and neighbours fear it has become a 
permanent fixture. 

While McNaughton was in prison, the 
landlords removed some bales in January. 

Environment Agency spokeswoman Har¬ 
riet Templar-Vasey said: “We’re continuing 
to work on legal steps to require the direc¬ 
tor Robert McNaughton and/ or the land- 
owners to remove the waste. Once we have 
more certainty on this we will explain what 
is happening to local residents.” 


Campaign 
is driven 
by fear of 
accidents 

MORE than 94,000 fines 
have been handed out for 
bad driving across the West 
Midlands over the last year, 
with figures by a road safety 
charity revealing the most 
dangerous areas. 

Cannock (WS11) and 
Hednesford (WS12) post¬ 
code areas saw the most 
dished out with 1,084 and 
1,005 penalties dished out 
for offences of careless driv¬ 
ing and speeding. 

Third in the table were 
drivers in WV6 which cov¬ 
ers Tettenhall, Pattingham 
and Perton where in all 983 
tickets were handed out. 

Drivers in DY8, which 
covers Wordsley, Words- 
ley and Amblecote areas of 
Stourbridge and DY10 in 
Harvington, Kidderminster 
made up the top five in the 
area with 977 and 966 fines 
given respectively. 

In Sandwell the worst 
area was Tipton (DY4) with 
585 fines, ahead of 554 for 
B63, Halesowen. 

A total of 94,225 fines 
were handed out across the 
West Midlands during 2013, 
many of which were in areas 
that have a large number of 
country roads. The research 
was done by road safety 
charity Brake. In the West 
Midlands 156 people were 
killed and 1,642 seriously in¬ 
jured on the roads last year. 

Borough backs 
cancer battle 

HEALTH chiefs in Dud¬ 
ley are supporting a cam¬ 
paign to raise awareness of 
bladder and kidney cancer, 
which affects arround 80 
Dudley residents each year. 

A national campaign was 
launched this month to 
raise awareness of the key 
symptoms, such as blood in 
urine. 

Dr David Pitches, con¬ 
sultant in public health in 
Dudley, said: “You’re not 
wasting anyone’s time by 
getting your symptoms 
checked out.” 

In 2012, 55 people in 

Dudley died from bladder or 
kidney cancer.

Computer equipment has been seized 
from the man’s home as part of the inves¬ 
tigation. 

Letters were sent to parents with chil¬ 
dren at the school in Field Lane, Oldswin- 
ford, informing them of the investigation. 


Director of Education for the Diocese 
of Worcester, Ann Mundy, said: “We are 
aware that Mr Workman has been arrested 
as part of a police investigation and as a 
result has been suspended from his role as 
headteacher of Oldswinford CE Primary. 
We always take the safeguarding of pupils 
in our schools very seriously and are work¬ 
ing with the school during this difficult pe¬ 
riod.”

Obesity 

OBESITY in the West Midlands is 
at a ‘tipping point’ as the cost to the 
public purse in the Black Country 
and Staffordshire was put at almost 
£115 million a year. 

A summit of health profession¬ 
als, businesses and others was held 
to try to tackle the crisis that sees 
more than two thirds of adults in 
Wolverhampton alone classed as 
overweight or obese. 


The estimated annual ‘cost of in¬ 
activity’ in Dudley is put at £24.7m 
and at £25.7m in Sandwell. In Wol¬ 
verhampton it is £22.5m and in 
Walsall £21.9m. 

The costs are added up for treat¬ 
ing obese and overweight people. 

Exercise promoter UK Active 
says in a report that the West Mid¬ 
lands has the highest per cent of 
adults who are physically inactive. 


Speaking at the Obesity Summit 
held at Wolverhampton Racecourse, 
Councillor Sandra Samuels, the 
city’s cabinet member for health, 
said: “It’s particularly worrying 
that so many of our young people 
are now becoming obese. 

“The situation is nearly at a tip¬ 
ping point right now but it is not 
too late to get something done. If we 
work together in moving forward 


then it is not impossible to change 
this situation.” 

Bilston councillor Stephen Sim- 
kins, who has taken on a weight 
loss challenge to go from 23st 31b to 
around 16 stone, said: “There are 
two reasons why tackling obesity is 
so important. One is the financial 
burden it puts on taxpayers and the 
other is that people need a better 
quality of life.” 


Dealer jailed after car 
chase in town centre 


AN ILLEGAL immigrant has been jailed af¬ 
ter a high speed chase through Dudley town 
centre after police caught him dealing hero¬ 
in and crack cocaine. 

Satnam Singh forced other motorists to swerve 
out of his way as he drove through two red lights 
during the afternoon incident. 


After his arrest, he was rel 
dealing drugs again in Dud¬ 
ley just two weeks later. 

The 41-year-old, from Pa¬ 
kistan, living in Southall, 
London, was jailed for four 
years at Wolverhampton 
Crown Court. 

Miss Lynette McClement, 
prosecuting, said police were 
alerted to Singh when they 
saw a known drug user get¬ 
ting out of his car in Dudley 
on March 27 at about 4pm. 

The police pulled their 
vehicle in front of Singh’s 
car but he drove onto the 
footpath and headed onto 
Wellington Street. 

Officers turned their siren 
on but Singh accelerated 
away, overtaking vehicles 
and going through red traf¬ 
fic lights at two junctions. 

Singh eventually stopped 
in Parsons Street where he 
was found with £200 worth 
of heroin and crack cocaine, 
plus £350 in cash. 

He was bailed for a court 
hearing, but two weeks later 
- on April 5 - was caught 
again in Grange Road Park, 
Dudley, with £120 worth of 
crack cocaine and heroin.

Judge John Edwards sen¬ 
tenced Singh to four and 
half years in prison and dis¬ 
qualified him from driving 
for two years.

You were 
street dealing in class A 
drugs, it is vile and it brings 
about misery and despair. 

“The driving was dread¬ 
ful, at 4pm in the middle 
of Dudley, at a time when 
school children are about.

These matters 
have to be met by a custo¬ 
dial sentence of some signif¬ 
icance.”

Quest centre didn’t make an operating profit 


MERRY Hill shopping centre bosses have 
spoken of their sadness at the planned clo¬ 
sure of the Quest entertainment centre — 
just two years after it opened at the Brier- 
ley Hill mall. 

Paragon Entertainment has announced 
the loss-making venture will shut in six 
months. 

Mike Butterworth, chief operating officer 
of Merry Hill owner Intu, said: “We have 
seen Paragon Entertainment’s statement 
about Quest serving notice on its space at 
intu Merry Hill. We are sorry it’s closing 
but respect the decision. 


“We wish everyone affected all the very 
best for the future.” 

The entertainment zone, which opened in 
November 2012, saw the atrium at one of 
the centre’s main entrances converted into 
an indoor 14-metre high wire area. But the 
£1.3 million children’s attraction failed over 
the last two years to deliver the huge num¬ 
ber of visitors that its owner had hoped for. 

Paragon Entertainment, which also cre¬ 
ated attractions such as the Wallace and 
Gromit ride at Blackpool Pleasure Beach 
and the Olympic Museum in Switzerland, 
had initially operated an outdoor ice rink as 


well. The first two months saw 15,000 peo¬ 
ple using Quest with the ice rink proving 
a hit but it failed to generate an operating 
profit, despite new attractions — including 
a Nerf blaster combat zone in a giant tented 
area and an indoor mini golf course and soft 
play area in the former Harry Ramsden’s 
restaurant. 

Paragon had hoped to build up a chain 
of Quests. Now its chief executive Mark 
Pyrah has announced that the company is 
to pull the plug in six months’ time, which 
will affect two full-time staff supported by 
part-timers.

TWENTY-FIVE years ago this 
month, the final phase of the 
Merry Hill centre opened, an 
occasion which has surely trans¬ 
formed the shopping habits of 
the West Midlands in a way that 
could never have been envis¬ 
aged at the outset. 

Almost instantly, Marks & 
Spencer closed its branches in 
both Dudley and West Brom¬ 
wich, lured by the free rates and 
easy parking of the new out-of- 
town centre. 

Initial reports suggested a 70 
per cent fall in the number of 
people shopping in Dudley town 
centre, and slowly, but surely, it 
has also affected town and city 
centres further afield. 

A quarter of a century on, its 
legacy is still a matter for debate. 

Some people love the warm, 
all-weather malls, others hate 
the devastating impact it has 
had on town centres which have 
been there for hundreds of years. 

The majority, though, I sus¬ 
pect, do not feel that strongly 
one way or the other. They sim¬ 
ply take the view that if that is 
where Marks & Spencer, British 
Home Stores or Sainsbury’s is, 
that’s where they will go. 

According to Dudley Council 
leader, Councillor David Sparks, 
“Merry Hill enabled Dudley to 
look Birmingham in the eye,” 
and on that point I really have to 
disagree. 

Dudley cannot, and never has 
been able to look Birmingham in 
the eye, certainly not within living 
memory, and realistically, it is not 
going to any time soon. 

However, Merry Hill is proba¬ 
bly the reason why Dudley can 
no longer look Wolverhampton 
or Walsall in the eye, either. 

And for that I will always be 
very sad.

The saga of town’s 
mosque heats up

Muslim community leaders 
have won permission but 
will their mosque be built? 

PETER MADELEY reports 

IT is a controversial long-run¬ 
ning project that has provoked 
heated debate and divided 
communities. 

Now, after a seven-year stand-off, 
planning chiefs at Dudley Council 
have given Dudley Muslim Asso¬ 
ciation the green light to develop 
land off Hall Street to build a large 
mosque just outside Dudley town 
centre. 

In the wake of the planning committee 
voting in favour of the scheme, a call has 
been made to also re-build community 
relationships in the town. 

Dr Khurshid Ahmed, director at Dud¬ 
ley Muslim Association, which put for¬ 
ward the plans, said it was now time to 
heal wounds that had opened up in the 
town as a result of the mosque debate. 

Benefit 

He said: “Sadly relationships within 
the town have been messed up and it is 
about time we all started to rebuild.” 

The development will see a 52ft-high 
mosque with a 62ft minaret and also in¬ 
cludes a 120-space two-storey car park, a 
sports centre, an enterprise and educa¬ 
tion centre and a community centre. 

The Dudley Muslim Association says 
the project will be a boost for the whole 
town with non-Muslims able to benefit 
from the new education and sports facil¬ 
ities too. 

But the decision to give the proposal 
the green light has resulted in an angry 
response from large sections of the com¬ 
munity, with concerns raised over the 
lack of parking, increased traffic conges¬ 
tion and the design of the buildings. 

One of those who objected was Archie 
Pugh, aged 80, from Dudley. He said 
the design of the mosque would not fit 
in with the town’s architecture and the 
increased traffic would cause gridlock 
around the site. 

“The application did not comply with 
guidelines that stipulate the need for a 
locally sensitive design,” he said. “In my 
view the whole thing looks grotesque. 


They are saying up to 600 people could 
attend the mosque at any one time 
which to me means the resulting traffic 
congestion will be catastrophic. 

“It is absolutely disgraceful that it 
has passed.” 

Councillor Keiran Casey, vice-chair¬ 
man of Dudley Council’s Development 
Control Committee, opposed the plans. 
He said: “This has been very badly han¬ 
dled from the start. The vast majority of 
people have no problem with any com¬ 
munity having a place of worship. My 
issue is that the site has the potential to 
set up the town. It is crying out for re¬ 
development that could support people 
in terms of industry and employment.” 

Others have questioned whether the 
facilities at the centre will be available 
for all members of the community. 

Dozens of protesters were locked out 
of last week’s meeting as all spaces in 
the public gallery were filled. Darren 


Ward, aged 43, from Tividale, was one 
of the many who were left out in the 
rain. He said: “I got here at 5pm and 
couldn’t even get inside. This is a bad 
decision for the town.” 

Many in the Muslim community say 
the town has been crying out for a new 
place of worship to replace the cramped 
Dudley Central Mosque in Castle Hill. 

Shakeel Ahmed, aged 40, from Kates 
Hill, said: “The town’s Muslim com¬ 
munity has grown a lot in the last 20 
years and the mosque in Castle Hill is 
nowhere near big enough. People have 
a right to a place of worship.” 

Proposals for a new mosque in the 
town were first put forward in 2007. 
On that occasion the bid was thrown 
out because the authority wanted to 
preserve the land for development that 
could boost employment. 

But an updated version of the scheme 
returned to the table in September. A 


total of 370 letters of support and a peti¬ 
tion for the application with 1,718 signa¬ 
tures were sent to the council, while 885 
letters were sent in opposing the project. 

Councillor Qadar Zada, chairman of 
the development control committee, said 
he was satisfied the facilities would ben¬ 
efit the whole community. 

However, the plans for the land, 
which used to be the Nuttall factory 
and warehouse, could still be halted by a 
High Court hearing early next year over 
whether the land should revert to coun¬ 
cil ownership. 

A judge previously ruled the council 
could reclaim the land but the associa¬ 
tion has lodged an appeal over the de¬ 
cision. 

Building work is on hold as leaders 
urge council bosses to negotiate a con¬ 
clusion in the wake of plans being given 
the go-ahead. 

Planning committee members voted 
five to three in favour of the proposals. 
But Dudley Council is bidding to buy 
back the land through the High Court 
— a move Dudley Muslim Association is 
appealing against. 

Dudley Muslim Association director 
Dr Khurshid Ahmed said he was ‘de¬ 
lighted’ the planning application had 
finally been approved but stressed the 
High Court appeal needed now be re¬ 
solved. He is now urging council bosses 
to ‘reflect’ and hold talks. 

Dr Ahmed said building work would 
be on hold until the resolution of the 
High Court case due early next year. 

“We hope that the council will now re¬ 
flect on its position in light of the plan¬ 
ning committee’s decision and try to 
reach an amicable agreement so that we 
can put this whole saga to bed,” he said. 

“While the court case is happening, no 
work can take place. We would like to 
be able to negotiate. The ball is in their 
court.” 

Councillor Patrick Harley, leader of 
Dudley Council’s opposition Conserva¬ 
tive group, said the authority was wrong 
to give Dudley Muslim Association per¬ 
mission to build on land ‘they techni¬ 
cally do not own’. 

He said: “Whatever the rights and 
wrongs over the mosque issue it seems 
bizarre the council hadn’t argued for 
the legal action to be concluded prior to 
this coming before planning. The council 
could be left with a huge legal bill to foot 
because of this.”

WE need to talk about Europe. I 
say that knowing full well that for 
people who follow politics at the 
moment it seems as though we 
talk about little else. 

But the farcical scenes in the 
Commons over the European 
Arrest Warrant show how toxic 
it is proving to be to the Tories. 

Not that we need much more 
proof of that, of course. The 
by-election won by a Tory MP- 
turned-UKIPper and coupled 
with the likelihood of a repeat in 
Rochester should have made it 
abundantly clear by now. 

MPs turned up to vote think¬ 
ing they were going to get a say 
on the European Arrest Warrant 
itself. Instead the motion put be¬ 
fore them was for just 11 of 35 
measures that the coalition gov¬ 
ernment wanted to opt into and 
the warrant was not one. 

The Conservatives would not 
have wanted to face another 
rebellion by Eurosceptic back¬ 
benchers. But after all these 
years it should have been abun¬ 
dantly clear to the whips that an¬ 
ything with the word ‘Europe’ in 
it is not going to go down well 
with the likes of Stone’s Sir Bill 
Cash or Aldridge-Brownhills MP 
Sir Richard Shepherd. 

The latter, retiring at the elec¬ 
tion, made his feelings abun¬ 
dantly clear: “At the heart of this 
is a misconception about what 
this House represents... my over 
long time in this House of Com¬ 
mons has led me to understand 
the growth of executive arro¬ 
gance is unsupportable.” 

Even reading the words one 
can hear the weariness in his 
voice. Sir Richard has been an 
MP since 1979. He’s been rebel¬ 
ling on Europe since Maastricht. 

Labour’s shadow Europe min¬ 
ister is Wolverhampton South 
East MP Pat McFadden. He 
pointed out that there was actu¬ 
ally more than enough support 
from the majority of the Tories, 
Liberal Democrats and Labour 
to vote the warrant through. 
Now Labour has decided to de¬ 
bate and vote on it as part of an 
Opposition Day on the eve of the 
Rochester by-election. 

As far as Mr McFadden and 
Labour are concerned, as well 
as the Tories in favour of it, it is 
a means by which this country 
has managed to deport 1,000 
foreign criminals in a single year 
and resulted in the successful 
return of people wanted by our 
own authorities. One of those 
was Hussain Osman, part of a 
botched attempt to bomb Lon¬ 
don in 2005. It also brought back 
Jeremy Forrest, a teacher who 
fled to France with a pupil. 

The arguments against include 
concerns over the ability of oth¬ 
er EU member states to demand 
the extradition of British citizens 
without sufficient evidence. 

There are various legal ex¬ 
perts, civil liberties groups and 
others now turning it into a po¬ 
litical football. Maybe we should 
have been worried about it, 
maybe not. But if they won’t 
even debate it, the Government 
can’t blame people for drawing 
their own conclusions.

Grandmothers, mothers and 
daughters were among those who 
gathered at a party in honour of 
the 1st Netherton Guides and 
Brownies, which has a long tradi¬ 
tion of family membership. 

The pack was registered in 1924 al¬ 
though the current leaders say that it 
was probably running for some time 
before official records were set up by 
the organisation. 

For some 60 years it had close 
links with St Andrew’s Church and 
met in a building known as Church 
House, in Hill Street. Meetings were 
held on Thursday evenings until the 
1980s when the sessions relocated the 
group’s current home in the scouts’ 
hut off Cradley Road. 

Brown Owl and Guide Captain Ra¬ 
chel Piper says: “We were invited by 
the 1st Netherton Scouts to join them

in their premises. We held the party 
and reunion because we wanted to do 
something to celebrate the brownies 
being here continuously for 90 years. 
That is a great achievement and mile¬ 
stone. 

“We sent out invitations to past 
and present members of the guides 
and brownies and the leaders. Lots 
of people who were members down 
the years came to join us, which has 
been wonderful. Some of them are well 
into their 80s but they wouldn’t have 
missed it for the world. 

“They were reminiscing and telling 
stories about their camping trips. It 
was nice for them to remember and it 
was nice for them to meet the brown¬ 
ies who are with us now.” 

There are currently 24 brownies 
who meet on Wednesdays and a group 
of 20 girl guides. 

Activities at the reunion included 
display boards of memorabilia, includ¬ 
ing badges, blankets and old photo¬ 


graphs of outdoor adventures, parades 
and meetings held over the decades. 

Among the gems is a picture of the 
group camping at Astley Burf, Stour- 
port, in 1925. Some are taken in the 
1930s featuring the girls meeting the 
Queen’s uncle the Duke of Windsor, 
who was King Edward VIII for just 
under a year before he abdicated the 
throne to marry Wallis Simpson. 

Also on display were photographs 
from the 1950s when former Guide 
Leader Olywyn Grainger was in 
charge. She ran the unit until 2000 
when Mrs Piper, aged 43, took over 
the reins. Mrs Grainger, now 73, was 
among the guests at the celebration. 

Former members recalled taking 
part in the traditional challenges, such 
as outdoor camping and singing ‘Magic 
Coins’. “The previous members used 
to sing it,” said Mrs Piper. “They still 
all remember the words. 

“Brownies has always been a pop¬ 
ular activity for young girls and even 
today parents still put their children’s 
names down on our list from as young 
as aged two to secure a place in the 
group.”

Praise for 
attempt to 
take gun 
off farmer 


A FARMER shot himself when fears of losing 
his livelihood drove him to depression, an in¬ 
quest heard. 

David Fletcher, 59, told a neighbour ‘I need help’ 
before taking his own life with a double barrelled 
shotgun at his farmhouse near Stourbridge. 

It is believed Mr Fletcher had financial worries and was 


concerned about the threat 
of TB among his cattle at 
Herons Gate Farm in En- 
ville. Tests after his death 
showed that his livestock 
were clear of the disease. 

His neighbour Mark Hen¬ 
derson was praised by West 
Mercia Police and the cor¬ 
oner for his bravery when 
attempting to take the gun 
from the farmer. Mr Hen¬ 
derson tried to get the gun 
off Mr Fletcher after he 
fired it at his car. 

He told the inquest that 
he came across Mr Fletcher 
when his truck was blocking 
a lane early on July 10. 

He asked if he was alright 
and Mr Fletcher relied ‘no, 
I need help’ before reaching 
for his 12 bore shotgun and 
firing at the back of Mr Hen¬ 
derson’s car. Mr Henderson 
got out of the car and ap¬ 
proached Mr Fletcher who 
shot again, toward nearby

trees. Mr Fletcher then at¬ 
tempted to take his own life, 
but the gun was not loaded. 

The inquest heard Mr 
Fletcher walked into his 
house, saying: “There isn’t 
going to be any farm.” 

Another neighbour, Chris 
Nott, arrived to help but 
then both men heard a gun¬ 
shot from inside the house. 

Firearms officers from 
West Mercia Police found 
Mr Fletcher dead with a 
gunshot wound to his head. 

The inquest, which re¬ 
corded a verdict of suicide, 
was told Mr Fletcher had 
been suffering from depres¬ 
sion. 

Police told the hearing 
that Mr Fletcher had his 
firearms licence revoked in 
1999 and had not registered 
the double barrel shotgun.

in the international market. 

The company first began 
working with UKTI in May 
2013. 

Mr Morrell said: “We 
joined UKTI’s Passport to 
Export scheme, took part 
in market visits to Finland 
and Sweden and attended 
several classes, including a

seminar at the UK Embassy 
in Stockholm. The benefits 
have been incredible. 

“This year we’ve supplied 
contracts with companies in 
the waste-to-energy sector 
in Sweden, Finland, Den¬ 
mark and Germany worth a 
total of £610,000 and we ex¬ 
pect to secure annual deals 
for the next five years worth 
over £1.25m. 

“Our UKTI trade adviser, 
Ben Hale, has been invalu¬ 
able, I’ve dubbed him the 
Oracle as he seems to be the 
font of all knowledge about 
exports. 

“The support from UKTI 
has given us the confidence 
to push forward in many ex¬ 
port markets and continues 
to provide us with the tools 
we need to grow our exports 
and focus on the best areas 
for our products.” 

He added: “We require 
additional skills and we will 
continue training existing 
staff, use innovative tech¬ 
nologies within our industry 
and we will now be looking 
to take on more staff to cope 
with demand. 

“There are plenty of op¬ 
portunities for us to grow.”

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A SON has been ordered to 
pay thousands of pounds in 
legal fees after he was sued 
by the foreign doctor who 
killed his father. 

David Gray died from a massive 
drug overdose administered by Daniel 
Ubani on his first shift after flying to 
the UK from Germany to work as a 
locum doctor. 

Although Ubani was struck off the 
medical register in the UK, he contin¬ 
ues to practise in Germany. 

In their campaign for justice, Mr 
Gray’s two sons, Rory and Stuart — 
a GP in Cradley Heath — confronted 
Ubani at a medical conference in 2010 
accusing him of being ‘a charlatan’, ‘a 
killer’ and an ‘animal’. 

Rory Gray, aged 49, was sued in a 
German court by Dr Ubani for the re¬ 
marks he made at the conference. 

Intimidate 

Now, a court in Lindau, Germany, 
has ruled that Mr Gray must pay three 
quarters of the legal costs, running 
into thousands of pounds. He must 
also write Dr Ubani a letter promising 
never to call him an ‘animal’ again, 
and has also been warned he could face 
a £200,000 fine if he repeats the insult. 

Mr Gray said: “It is grotesque. Dr 
Ubani has never shown any remorse 
and has tried to intimidate us through 
the courts. 

Dr Ubani was charged with death 
by negligence at a court in Witten and 
given a nine-month suspended sen¬ 
tence and ordered to pay 5,000 euros 
(£4,100) costs but has since continued 
to practise. 

Mr Gray, a scientist who lives in 
Germany, said he was taking legal 
advice over the letter and could not 
comment further on the court action. 

Dr Ubani has refused to return to 
the UK, where he has been struck off 
the medical register by the General

Toxic gas cannisters 
found on bridle path 

GAS cylinders have been found dumped on a bridle path.

Of the 56 cylinders found, three were full of a toxic gas 
called chlorodifluoromethane, normally used in refrigera¬ 
tion. Damaged valves on all three cylinders prompting fears 
they could have leaked the gas into the atmosphere. 

Inhaling chlorodifluoromethane can irritate the nose, 
throat and lungs, causing tightness in the chest and diffi¬ 
culty with breathing. 

The three cylinders containing the gas were removed 
from the scene immediately by officials who took them to 
a safe storage area.

Leaking 

Club officials say the 
money will be used to re¬ 
place the roof at the Old¬ 
swinford venue, which has 
been leaking during wet 
weather. 

A new kitchen is also 
being installed and new 
flooring laid inside the re¬ 
vamped clubhouse. 

A patio area and seating 
is also being created for the 
benefit of members thanks 
to the cash injection. 

Bosses say the work will 
start in the coming weeks 
with the aim of being com¬ 
pleted in time for the next 
cricket season. 

Around 60 adults play for 
the club’s teams over week¬ 
ends throughout the season, 
alongside more than 120 
children. 

The club’s secretary Ken 
Slater said he was delighted 
that the recently united 


club had received these key 
grants. 

“We’re absolutely thrilled 
because this funding secures 
the club for the next genera¬ 
tion,” he said. 

“It is a thriving and buoy¬ 
ant club and this will help 
us out a great deal. 

“We wouldn’t have been 
able to raise this money 
on our own, it would have 
taken us years.” 

He added: “We always 
had a good relationship 
with Stourbridge Social and 
this merger has helped both 
clubs.” 

The club now uses a sec¬ 
ond cricket ground in Nor¬ 
wood Road, in Brockmoor, 
Brierley Hill, which will 
help expand the number of 
teams it can accommodate. 

Oldswinford moved to its 
existing ground in 1983, but 
many of the original fea¬ 
tures of the clubhouse had 
fallen into disrepair over 
the years. 

“The roof had been leak¬ 
ing a bit so that was one 
of the main thing that we 
wanted to sorted out,” said 
Mr Salter, whose three 
grandchildren, Tom, aged 
12, Joe, 10, and seven-year- 
old Will play at the club. 

The thriving club now has 
up to 20 volunteer coaches 
who work with the various 
teams.

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Widow died due to 
a rare side-effect 

A WIDOW from Quarry Bank died in hospital follow¬ 
ing an operation to examine the cause of her abdominal 
pain, an inquest heard. 

Assistant Black Country coroner Angus Smillie ruled 
that Joyce Thomas died from natural causes as her death 
was caused by a known side-effect. 

The inquest heard that Mrs Thomas, an 83-year-old 
retired bookbinder from Church Street, had been admit¬ 
ted to Russells Hall Hospital on September 2 as a day- 
case patient for an endoscopic procedure after she had 
complained about intermittent abdominal pain. 

Dr Sharan Shetty, consultant gastroenterologist at 
Russells Hall Hospital, said the procedure was not suc¬ 
cessful because Mrs Thomas was suffering from a her¬ 
nia. A further examination revealed a ruptured spleen. 

She was transferred to the intensive therapy unit and 
died on September 11 

Dr Shetty said damage to the spleen was a known 
side-effect of this kind of endoscopy, although it was 
rare, occurring in just one in 6,000 cases.

NINE out of 10 patients who used the 
non-emergency NHS helpline were satisfied 
with it since it was handed over to West Mid¬ 
lands Ambulance Service (WMAS), a report 
on the past years has shown. 

During the previous year WMAS has received in 
the region of 850,000 calls into the service. 

People can call 111 for advice when seeking help with 


non-emergency and out- 
of-hours health matters 24 
hours a day. 

It is a marked turnaround 
from when it was first intro¬ 
duced in April 2013, replac¬ 
ing the former NHS Direct, 
and call centres run by dif¬ 
ferent providers were strug¬ 
gling to cope. 

The non emergency help¬ 
line was broken up into 46 
contracts and NHS Direct 
itself was left in deficit and 
forced to close. The ambu¬ 
lance service took it over in 
the West Midlands in No¬ 
vember 2013. 

Figures from a patient 
survey show 91.3 per cent 
were satisfied with the ser¬ 
vice received, 77.1 per cent 
of which were very satisfied. 
Just 3.4 per cent were dis¬ 
satisfied. There were also 
88.8 per cent of users who 
said they were likely to rec¬ 
ommend the service. 

The service increased 
staffing levels and train¬ 
ing. Daren Fradgley, NHS 
111 West Midlands direc¬ 
tor, said: “A considerable 
amount of work has gone 
into stabilising and develop¬ 
ing the service over the last 
12 months. 

“There is no doubt that 
the public of the West Mid¬ 
lands now have access to

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Landlords to check 
immigration status 

PRIVATE landlords across the Black Country boroughs 
will face fines of up to £3,000 from December if they fail 
to check on the immigration status of their new tenants. 

The Home Office has launched the ‘right to rent’ 
scheme, which is being rolled out gradually, being intro¬ 
duced first across the two areas. The scheme is part of 
a drive to identify illegal immigrants and to deny them 
access to public services they are not entitled to. 

A new code of practice for landlords asks that the 
immigration status of everyone who is to occupy a new 
tenancy is checked. Only those well known to a landlord, 
such as immediate family members, will be exempt. 

The Home Office is providing a landlord checking 
service, which will respond within two working days to 
enquiries to confirm the status of those people that have 
outstanding immigration applications or appeals. 

From December 1 landlords will be required to request 
evidence of a person’s identity and citizenship, such as a 
passport or a biometric residence permit. Copies of the 
documents will have to be taken and kept for 12 months 
after the tenancy has ended. Under 18s will be exempt.

A 'sense of 
duty' drives 



the edge 


WOMEN in the West Midlands are pushing 
themselves to breaking point by shouldering 
the burden of care for relatives because of 
feelings of duty and guilt, according to new 
figures from a healthcare group. 

New research from Bupa shows that a ‘sense of 


duty’ is causing women to 
about care for older rel¬ 
atives, resulting in a 
knock-on effect on their 
relationships and even 
on their own health. 

Nearly two thirds (64 per 
cent) of women in the West 
Midlands would put off 
thinking about a care home 
as a solution as they feel it 
is ‘their duty’ to look after 
their family. 

Yet one in three (33 per 
cent) also say that caring for 
relatives has led to a strain 
in their own relationship. 

Burden 

It means that important 
care decisions are being 
left to the last minute and 
women in the West Mid¬ 
lands are pushing them¬ 
selves to breaking point by 
shouldering the burden of 
care. 

One third (33 per cent) 
say that caring for relatives 
has impacted on their own 
health. 

Almost half (48 per cent) 
of women in the West Mid¬ 
lands say it would be their 
sole responsibility to find 
a care home for an elderly 
relative. 

And women in the West 
Midlands are much more 
likely than men to feel guilty

about moving a relative into 
a care home. 

Andrew Cannon, man¬ 
aging director of Bupa Care 
Services said: “We know 
women are usually the main 
carers in families. 

“We regularly see daugh¬ 
ters, wives and sisters in 
emotional turmoil because 
they know they need more 
support to look after a loved 
one but don’t know where 
to turn. 

“They have done a re¬ 
markable job in caring up 
to that point, but the stress 
has taken its toll on their 
wider lives. 

“Often they turn for help 
only at a time of crisis.” 

He added: “That’s why 
it’s vital not to let a sense 
of duty get in the way of 
important decisions about 
care.

Classic is

Remember those sounds of the 
Sixties? The Beatles, the Who, 
the Rolling Stones, Cream - and 
the cream of British motorcy¬ 
cles which ruled the roads. 

There’s little on today’s roads, apart 
from an E-Type Jag perhaps, which 
is so evocative of that golden age of 
British transport as the Triumph Bon¬ 
neville. 

But nostalgia is at least in part about 
looking back through rose tinted specta¬ 
cles (and I’m not just talking hippies) so 
sometimes we forget the downsides like 
awful drum brakes, lights measured in a 
handful of candlepower and oil leaks. 

Thankfully, today’s Triumph engineers 
lost the specs, rose tints and all, and cre¬ 
ated a new Bonneville which respects the 
60s icon but is thoroughly modern, featur¬ 
ing such things as a bigger, fuel-injected 
engine and disc brakes to make it a thor¬ 
oughly useable, enjoyable machine for the 
21st Century. 

The homage to two eras starts with the 
865cc, overhead cam parallel twin-engine 
- original Bonnies were the same config¬ 
uration but 650s, later enlarged to 750cc. 

Look at the modern block and you’ll see 
what appears to be a pair of carbs but in 
fact they conceal a thoroughly modern 
fuel-injection system and electronic ig¬ 
nition which is more efficient, improving 
throttle response while reducing fuel con¬ 
sumption and exhaust emissions. 

And it starts more easily, too, with the 


press of a button and not a kick-start 
(which on old big bikes would occasionally 
kick you back). 

The 2014 Bonnie retains the classic, 
chromed ‘peashooter’ style twin exhausts 
but they’ve been modified to produce a 
more authentic soundtrack. 

It does hark back to the 60s and there’s 
nothing else quite like it: a bass duet to ac¬ 
company your journey with an occasional 
‘pop pop’ chorus as you shut off the power. 
To me it has so much more character than 
modern four-cylinder or V-twin unit. 

You also get disc brakes front and rear 
- only a single disc at the front but it per¬ 
forms competently for a bike of this weight 
and performance. 

Heritage 

Triumph calls the bike a classic and 
that’s a good as description as any. It’s 
not a sports or adventure bike and in other 
manufacturer’s hands its nature could be 
described as a ‘cruiser’ but the Midlands 
company has a rich heritage of its own so, 
thankfully, didn’t have to produce a Har- 
ley-Davidson lookalike. 

Many riders will find the Bonnie’s per¬ 
formance and handling better than some 
of that ilk, too. It has a gutsy 67bhp and 
68Nm of torque from relatively low revs 
which means there’s enough get up and 
go to feel a powerful tug on your arms as 
you press on up through the gears. Top 
(fifth) gear is set quite high, for quieter 
cruising and economy. 

Top speed is estimated at 115mph, 
which is more than enough for a bike de¬ 
signed for British roads and not track days, 
and there’s plenty of oomph.

It’s a naked bike, too, so wind pressure 
[and the constraints of the law) tends to 
estrict any temptation to press on for the 
nagical ‘ton up’ of 60s bikers, and could 
De tiring on long motorway runs. 

OK, you could no doubt find an af- 
er-market screen but quite honestly it 
would ruin the classic lines of the Bonnie 
which Triumph have worked so hard to 
^reserve, and which is a compelling rea¬ 
son for buying one. 

The test bike, a top of the range T100 
with spoked chrome wheels, chrome 
crankcase and gearbox covers, a chrome 
shain guard and a colour scheme of fu¬ 
sion white with gold coach lines, certainly 
urned heads (including mine). 

I found it a charismatic bike just to look 
at, as well as to ride on my 150-mile trip 
hrough Shropshire and Mid-Wales, the 
T100 growing on me as I explored its ca- 
Dabilities. 

It averaged around 60mpg, so not an ex- 
aensive day out either 

It’s not a heavy bike and doesn’t have 
(or in fact need) the big fat tyres you’d 
expect on a supersports machine, but its 
straight line stability is impressive and it 
tracks accurately through the corners too. 

The suspension (telescopic forks at the 
front and twin, chromed spring shocks at 
the rear) cope well with rough b-roads, 
providing a reasonable balance between 
ride comfort and competent handling. 

I found it inspired confidence and, like a 
dog owner is said to grow to look like their 
pet, the Bonneville shared some of its char¬ 
acter with me which made for a relaxed, 
stress-free ride. 

The traditionally-styled seat is flat rather 


than sculpted but rather well padded, while 
the high bars and well-placed controls al¬ 
low for an upright riding position comfort¬ 
able for longer rides. The extra padding is 
new, and certainly welcome for those of us 
heading for the hills, or the beach. 

There’s plenty of room for a pillion pas¬ 
senger, and the latest T100 now gets a 
sturdy chrome grab handle to add to their 
sense of security. 

The basic Bonneville costs £6,799 while 
the T100 comes in at £7,599, with the ex¬ 
tra buying you the traditional wire-spoked 
wheels and paint schemes, the distinctive 
engine and chain guard chrome features, 
and protective rubber gaiters covering the 
front suspension, plus large twin analogue 
dials (speedo and rev counter). 

If you’re not keen on all that chrome, 
there’s a T100 Black option. 

The Bonneville name comes from the 
famous salt flats in Utah where once Tri¬ 
umphs successfully challenged for world 
motorcycle speed records. 

Modern Bonnies have been produced 
by today’s Triumph company at Hinckley, 
Leicestershire, since 2001 and are sold all 
over the world, proving that it isn’t just nos¬ 
talgia and flying the flag for Britain’s motor¬ 
cycling heritage which have made it such 
a big seller. 

It no doubt strikes a chord with those 
who appreciate such things, but it would 
hardly be so popular if Triumph hadn’t cre¬ 
ated an excellent blend of classic styling 
with modern technology and capability. 

It’s relaxing, easy to ride and just as 
competent as a commuter, a tourer or sim¬ 
ply your chosen steed for a Sunday run out 
in the country.
